I. For Baldneſſe, ad raſuram moſt read it, to ſuch a bald- 
nefle as was made on purpoſe by ſhaving of the hair of their 
heads, and ſometimes beard, it being the cuſtome (3) among 
the Ancients,eſpecially in thoſe Eaſtern countreys, upon ſome 
orext humiliation, to ſhave cf cheir hair, to cur off thar excre- 
menc wnerein ſo much pride is taken,the better to make them- 
ſelves aſhamed, and contemptible before men, that ſo their 
thoughts and hearts might be anſwerable, and they aſhamed 
of themſelves in the ſight of God: So Ezra, g. 3. (When the 
 prople bad ſinned in mingling themſelves with the heathen) I rent 
my garment and mantle, and plucked off the hair off my head 
and-beard, and ſate down aſtoniſhed. So Job 1. 20. having loſt 
all thatever he had, reve his mantle and ſhaved his head, and
